> Dr. John.W. Waughop, for more 
than sixteen years superintendent of 
the hospital for the insane at Stella- 
coom, died on bo&rd the Canadian-

Districting the schools of Honolulu is 


aa idea that the .Board of Education 
will likely soon consider. It is not a 
new conception, but was publicly ad- 
vocated some years ago. There an 
many, reasons In favor of maooihic 'out 
the city plot into school; districts with 
fixed bounds. One of the most obvlom 
Is that it would bring, •individual 
schools, near the homes of the 
attending them. As it Is now,, hundreds 
of children travel distances meaaurlnsr 
miles to attend school. 'Man/ do so 
who live within close reach of another 
school than the one they attend. The 
more convenient school may be—at pres? 
ent undoubtedly is in every instanci 
crowded. It is 'perhaps gone east be- 
cause the child's family had moveTI 
from another part of town, but prefer- 
red to keep the child in the school he 
originally entered... Then the nearest 
school may have its attendance largely 
of pupils born to a different tongue and 
bred to diverse manners from the child, 
which, leaving all questions of 'color 
and race out of the account, make con-;- 
ditlpns amounting to a serious handi- 
cap for the child In his educational 
progress. This condition incident tp 
Honolulu's polyglot population is work- 
tag another way at present, to.

It's a good thing the legislature has made provision fpr just this 
contingency by appropriating money for a new prison and jaiL
